Washington, D. C, Aug. 4, "83. 
The civil service reform of which 
so much is expected in the way of 
improvement iu governmental meth- 
ods, is now in full and complete oper- 
ation, to the dismay of some hun- 
dreds of expectant place-hunters who 
thought they could jump straight 
from the examination room into a 
first-class clerkship. The disappoint- 
ment is all the greater for these ap- 
plicants because they renounced all 
allegiance to the several States from 
which they really hall and claimed 
residence in the District of Columbia, 
which already has some five hun- 
dred more places in the departments 
than her quota.

The Indiana delegation to the Cin- 
cinnati convention about the samo 
time wus pledged to Mr. Hendricks. 
At the head of this delegation was 
Joseph E. McDonald, who was by no 
means bound to Mr. Hendricks, as 
GtrftUd was to Sherman. The desire 
to nominate the old ticket bcihg de- 
moted by the withdrawal of Mr. 
Tilden, the nomination of Mr. Hcnd- 
. ricks to the first place was otit of tho 
question. The convention was at a 
loss for an available candidate who 
would be satisfactory to Indiana and 
New York, With singular unanimi- 
ty all eyes were turned upon Senator 
McDonuld. The . nomination to the 
Presidency wus within his grusp, but 
the old Roman wus local to his 
friend. To the persistent pleadings 
of friends he said no. He was pledg- 
ed to his friend, Mr. Hendricks, and 
ho would not ask for a release.

titudes who throng these hospitable 
streets-rail are tokens that the rue •- 
prise here inaugurated will be 
crowned with brilliant, far-reaching, 
enduring results. It will multiply 
the aims of industry, better its ope- 
rations and elevate its standard of at- 
tainment. By suggesting new wants 
it will Invite new activities. It will 
disclose natural resources as yet al- 
most unexplored, and point the way 
to their prompt and profitable devel- 
opment In countless ways it will 
promote the arts of peace, aud help 
to bring about the works of peace, 
proclaiming harmony and good will 
and brotherly kindness throughout 
all the laud, unto all the inhabitants 
thereof. [Great Applause.] 

I now declare that the Southern 
Exposition is open, and may God 
speed the fulfillment of all its lofty 
and ennobling purposes. [Immense 
applause.]" 

As President Arthur pulled the 
rope setting the machiue in motion, 
bells raug, machinery claugcd and 
prolonged shouts arose.

Gen. Sheridan 
sat still and did not respond to the 
calls upon him. The chorus of over 
five hundred then sang in au inspir- 
ing manner "My Country 'Tis of 
Thee." 

The whole city of Louisville was 
decorated in honor of the occasion. 
The Courier-Journal thus describes 
the decorations : 

"The city was robed iu its finest 
holiday garments yesterday. Every 
street and every building ftom the 
heart of the city out to the quiet sub- 
urbs was gaily decorated, and a mul- 
titude of silken bauners, streamers 
and pennants waved in every breeze 
or droojMKl from their staves in grace- 
ful folds. Looking in any direction 
the eye was almost dazzled witha rain- 
bow multiplicity ot kaleidoscopic col- 
ors. Hows of small flags wore hung out 
of every window ; large ones floated 
from the lioiisctops, or hanging over 
the street from third stories, almost 
swept the ground with their silken 
folds, while all the columns aud 
other projections on the edifices were 
draped in the national tri-colored 
bunting. 

The occasion was one never to be 
forgotten in IiOiilsvllle. The exposi- 
tion will continue for 100 days and 
Louisville will hare such crowds of 



The striking telegraphers -till 
stand firm and are confident of suc- 
cess. Financial aid is being extend- 
ed them by labor organizations all 
over tho country. The American 
Rapid Co. compromised in the early 
part of last week by raising wages of 
operators ten per cent aud paying 
more for extra time. Since their em- 
ployes returned the company has 
doubled its business In New York. 
The Western Union and other com- 
panies are still defiant and determined 
not to compromise. The President 
has expressed sympathy for the stri- 
kers and from the present outlook 
they appear to be more than holding 
their own. Business is greatly re- 
tarded and in koine places suits are 
being brought agaiu"t the companies 
for damages caused by delays iu 
transmitting messages. 



The little Island of Ischia, with an 
area of 26 square inilcs,in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, south of Italy, was vis- 
ited by a terrible earthquake, or sub- 
sidence of the earth, on July in h. a ml 
3,000 people were killed and 1,00J 
wounded. The island is a summer 
resort and besides the native popula- 
tion 2,000 visitors, including wealthy 
Ilouiaii and Neapolitan families, were 
spending the summer there. The 
towns of Casainicciola, Lacco, Serra- 
ra and Forio were almost entirely de- 
stroyed. The shock came with irresis- 
tible violcuce and was accompan.e 1 by 
a deafening noise. Hundreds were en- 
tombed alive or crushed by falling 
buildings. The work of taking out 
the boilies is still going on. Subscrip- 
tions have been opened thonghout It 
aly for the relief o-. the survivors. At 
Casamicclola a play which ends with 
a burlesque representing an earth- 
quake was being rendered at the the 
atre and although the theatre was 
torn down none of those in it were 
killed. Nearly every body else in 
town was killed and the escape of the 
people at the theatre was almost mir- 
aculous. 



The result of yesterday's election, 
given below, is nearly official. It will 
be seen that the Republicans carry 
tho State ticket in tho county, by 
114, showing a clear loss ou i» 
strictly party vote of seven hundred 
votes over the vote of 1879. 

The defeat of Mr. Breathitt by the 
Independent candidate, Mr. Brasher, 
while it cannot be claimed as a Dem- 
ocratic victory, Is clearly a Republican 
defeat, although the race was 
made ou the turnpike tax 
question. The Republicans simply 
failed to vote for their nominee and 
it is more than likely that they have 
sent their last Representative from 
this county. The party is disheart- 
ened, discouraged aud disorganized 
and there Is a brighter day ahead ((>r 
the Democrats. The vote was light 
all over the county. Meager returns 
from the State indicate Knott's elec- 
tion by 50,000 majority.
